A* Major Research and Technical Support Activity. 

Summary of Cartographic Production and Accomplishment* s 

Although the production during the month of April was down some* 
what. Division acceptance of new requests for the production of maps 
and charts was the highest of any month on record* Requests totaled 19o, 
up 83 # over the previous month* Total Division workload at the end of 
the month was 536 jobs, an increase of 20# over March. The attached 
statistical record reflects the usual end of the fiscal year build-up, 
more markedly so, however, this year than that of previous years. 

Man-hours of overtlnte use in the Division in Apri l to taled 24-7, 

22 of which were credited aga inst special teaching in OTR of French 
<->r- y 1 AQp Languag e class by Because of the current workload and 

pressure to meet deadlines, it will he necessary to use overtime if we are 
to meet commitments. Every effort will be made to hold to a maximum of 
200 man-hours per month. During May we have committed 32 hours of over- 
time to assist in the preparation of TFP reports for St/X* 

Considerable effort was expended by the Division in support of 
various operational activities of DD/P. Three major projects received 
the bulk of the effort. The Special Support Branch supported special 
rush reports on the Tibet— China area, GC/C and GC/F cooperatively 
produced two operational maps and sent three more of the series on the 
same area to reproduction. In addition 4 training maps fOjMjh^oev 
training area were prepared and sent to reproduction. ■™™*25X1A9a 
Chief of the Development and Construction Branch, spent 3 days at 
25X1 A6a follow-up training work.
